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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is responsive to Amendment B, filed 2/2 1/03. 

2. Claims 1-5 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 3, 5 are independent claims. In the 
Amendment B, claims 1, 3 and 5 were amended. This action is made Final. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 



4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. . 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 1 recites "the peripheral device" on line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Acrobat 
Reader 4.0 Printing Command Icon ("Acrobat", Screendumps pages 1-3). 

As per claim 1, Acrobat teaches a user interface for controlling peripheral devices 
comprising: a peripheral option display for presenting peripheral options to a user immediately 
following selection of a peripheral device from a command bar icon (fig. 2, icon 21), wherein 
said peripheral option display includes a peripheral device user interface (fig. 3, interface 31). 

Claim 3 is similar in scope to claim 1 , and is therefore rejected under similar rationale. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

8. Claims 2 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Acrobat 
Reader 4.0 Printing Command Icon ("Acrobat", Screendumps pages 1-3). 

As per claim 2, Acrobat does not disclose the use of a bypass function for deselecting 
said peripheral option display. However, the use of a bypass function with a check/turn off box 
to suppress the display of an associated but optional dialog is well known in the art, and thus it 
would have been obvious to an artisan at the time of the invention to include such a feature with 
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Acrobat in order to save users from having to go through another dialog screen unnecessarily 
when no further changes to the default are required. 

Claims 4 and 5 are similar in scope to claim 2, and are therefore rejected under similar 
rationale.

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3 and 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
